F*3PKPHRAIM TRISTRAM 
3j £}j* BATES -was born May ift, 
•^3Rfjrf wthcmqporabte Year 1720, 
and iame Qloohas -which wexe 
often ohfcxwd in him, and which, at 
laft, fliortemed the Couxfe he might 
odienvife have xun, and the military 
. Glory he might have obtained in a Pro- 
cefs of Time, were faid, by his Mo- 
ther, to be owing to the many Shocks 
the Fortunes of her Family met with 
.the very Year (he bore him : She was 
the Daughter of a Gentleman, but not 
being an only one, the Divifiori, her 
Brother being living, was flender ; this 
occafioned frequent Words between her 
Huiband and her : He had Riches, tho' 
A 4 of 
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of a low Family. Her Blood was high* 
and fhe valued herfelf thereon. But, 
to the Point* .Bates,, the Subject of 
thefe Memoirs, was born at his full 
Time, and being the firft and only Son, 
who ever was likely to live, great Re- 
joicings were made at his Birth. The 
firft Time that ever Shaft ejbury, for it 
will be no Diigrace to that Place, now, 
to own him, few a Rocket, was then. 
His Godfathers, by whom he gained 
the two very particular Names he bore, 
were wealthy Farmers, and malted: Like 
moft Perfons on that Day they promifed 
what they never intended to perform $ 
for, befides engaging properly to in- 
ftruft, or fee him inftra&ed, they ne- 
ver afk'd him a fingle Queftion in all 
their Lives for his Good; they alfo pro- 
mifed, and fwore to it, for they only 
vow'd to the firft, as they both ]iad fe- 
parate Interefts with the Great, that 
whatever Way of Life he purfued they 
would provide for him. Thus ended 
the Ceremony.

[ATQS throve fo well under 
his many fair Nurfes and nur- 
fing Friends, that he went to 
School, and knew his Letters 
before fome Boys find the right End 
of their Leffon. He tore off the Horn 
of his little Book the firft Day, in great 
Wrath, hinting that it looked like a 
Fraud not to let him fee the very Let- 
ters fairly, and touch them : And this 
was a Prefage of his Skill in the Mathe- 
matics, where the whole Bufinefs is* to 
unravel, and get at naked Truth. In- 
ftead of admiring the Pictures on the

cc papers, for the Price of Two-pence, 
c c and they take off your bad Halfpence, 
" that you are a Cornet or Enfign, with 
" the pleafing Addition of, preferred 
" entirely from his Merits and Skill in 
" Engineering -, which no Body will 
« doubt, becauie only fuch are brought 
" forward. — — In fhort, Gentlemen, 
,c to be a Native of Dorfetjhire, is a 
" Fortune to any one." 

Bates had too much Difcernment to 
mind this, but inlifted merely to get at 
any Rate into the Army. Tho' but 1 6 
Years of Age he was near five Feet 1 1 
Inches. 'Tis, now, needlefs for his Pa- 1

How.reUgiouflyherGhil- 
" dren will be brought up l" Theii, 
tho' but faintly, inviting Dr. Sedentary, 
the remaining Parfbn, to dine, hecry'd^ 
f c I can't well tarry j — but > iince you're 
" fo.preffing.— " and he ftaid "till 
the Morning. 

During this Interval all Betfeys old 
School and Play-fellows came, and hav- 
ing no Chance of marrying a Load them- 
feives, they painted Lords in general in 
fuch Colours — Whe#, as how, fays 
one, who was now become the Spoufe 
of Mr. Indigo the Dyer, — " Aye ! 

" m y 
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" my blue Fingers are honourable : J 
" had rather *look fo than have uich 
" white Chalky ones as my Lady £//- 
" zaietL I fuppofe Ihe muft be call- 
cf ed Queen Elizabeth" — Jenny, . ano- 
ther Comrade, had married an honeft 
Breeches-maker; and whether the fre- 
quent Sights of thofe Objedts had ren- 
dered her indelicate I can't fay, but fhe 
was not fo ibft in her Difcourfe as one 
fliould have expected from a Play and

War #»«;, Yoicp, Addcefs, Figure, Me~ 
rmry* Application* Ju%ment, and what 
pot.? I own, I hoixour 5 and pity them ; 
honour their Abilities., and pity them 
|er tjie Slights thsy eodw£. 
. Bayvnet, when he went iu, buzzd 
& in the Kitchen ; for now the firft 
M»«Wcmnt was i&jing, wJbofe Bfcfi* 
: . " nefe 
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nefs it is, while fhe is inferior, to bear 
the Fatigues-of her Superior, in the Arms 
of fome Stable-fmelling Groom, per- 
haps, and while fhe was lighting Fires, 
&c. Bayonet told her what a wonderful 
young Recruit they had, and wifhed, 
cc as, (ays he, I know the World, that 
cc his Genius did not make him Ene- 
cc mies among the Officers, who, like 
c< Mankind in general, feldom like that 
" in another which they have notthem- 
<c felves." But it had a contrary Ef- 
fect. Who fhould the Captain of Gre- 
nadiers of this Regiment be but Betfeys 
own and only Brother $ a Man who, 
like his Sifter, had a Head to conceive) 
and a Heart to execute, every Thing 
great and noble in Love, in Friendfhip, 
or in War.

I'm glad to ha Maefter Bates our Cor- 
poral. I was afraid of ha'ing my Coun- 
tryman Joany Crauford fett over us : I 
canna lik a North Briton fhould ha Au- 
tarky. Bates fmiied, and recolfe<5ted~ 
the Fable, and Fables ferve us through 
Life, where the famfc Breath warmed 
a Man's Fingers and cooled his Broth* 
as J&fop will tell you at large. Jea- 
loufies and Envies now politically fiib- 
fided, and that was all Bates expedted. 

But 
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But if his Joy was Co great in being 
Corporal, how mull he be affe&cd 
when on the fudden Death of Cartridge ^ 
by drinking a Quart of Gin at a Draught 
for a Wager, he was advanced to Ser- 
jeant within 6 Months from his inlifl> 
ihg. Betfey often occurred to his Mind, 
and he wifhed for a Repetition of that 
Ceremony which had made him fo for- 
tunate. Bates now wore Ruffles and 
the Sword of a Gentleman, which the 
Captain good-naturedly gave him with 
this pretty Hint 6f Shake/pear.

You muft imagine his Joy — no 
Words canpaint it. He knew it Would 
vex Dr. Cqffdtky and he contrived h^ 
ffiould fcuow it.

* : - £ays 
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iays he ! What, occafional Conformifts. 
If Drums were once pleafing, now they 
were charming; for he could make 
them beat whenever and as long as he 
pleafed. The Ladies now, for even 
they raife their Smiles to the Rank of 
the Party, fo much as they would have 
it pafs for love only, paid him Reipeft; 
and as he fung and occafionally played 
a Flute, Bates frequently got Accefs to 
them. His Amours, whether in Obe- 
dience to Betfeys Requeft at the Cere- 
mony of Sprinkling, or whether from 
a natural Taciturnity, were fuch, that 
they never tranfpired, though J have 
heard him fay without mentioning 
Names, and even then a little in Li- 
quor, that once in a Angle Family he 
gallanted with the Mift'refs, the Lodger 
and the Maid, fo very dextroufly that, 
far from fulpedting him, they courted 
for one another.

ed the Regiment with forty-four Re- 
cruits ; not one of whom but nobly 
paft even the Approbation of thofewho 
would have wifhed Bates ndt to have 
flourifhed fo well.

Being 
often whifpered by his Genius, as he 
called him, that one of thefe Days he 
fhould be a general Officer, he early 
made it a Rule, not to embezzle the leaft 
Penny of the Royal Money, or fquan- 
der Money's Worth if it belong'd to the 
Crown. It was to avoid fuch a Charac- 
ter, as little Things appear againft us 

whea 
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when we are Great, by the Rule of En* 
vy, that he always ufed his own Pow- 
der : For the Sound of fmall Arms was 
£o pleafing to him, next to Artillery*, 
that he would rather baulk himfelf of a 
hot Supper, after the Fatigue of the Day, 
than have your childifh dumb firing, as 
he called it. They may as^vell, fays hc^ 
prefent Broomfticks. — -'Tis not die 
Thing. — No, no, 111 have it compleat, 
or not at all. He was pleafed when he 
paft by Print-fhops in London, to fee thofe 
.of General Officers refting on a Cannon, 
and never would at home or abroad fit 
on a Chair, if a Drum could be got for 
Love or Money. He often expreffed 
great Diflike at thp Mezzotinto of a cer- 
tain great Officer, * in Armour, with 
his Lady in the fame Paper. " 'Tis 
" beneadi a Soldier, fays he, to be loll- A 
" ing with them : : — In their Way I 
" honour them.

Upon this he befpoke new 
Cloaths. 'Twas well Bates had a Re- 
fcrve of another Kind, for, Lo ! at

What a glorious Life ? ; The 
Colonel, every Day, increafed in Kiiid- 
nqfe, Bates , in Gratitude.— j At Hours 
of Relaxation, Books of foreign Wars 
relieved the Mind$ after fuch clofe At- 
tention as they both gave to the abftrufe 
Sciences. 

Bates i who moft affe&ionately lov'ct 
his native Country, was often propos- 
ing Plans to the Colonel, at Intervals 
from Study* for protecting eur Colo- 
nies and Commerce abroad ; which

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were fuch plain and eafy ones, that the 
Colonel declared he would always con- 
trive they fhould be laid before the pro* 
per People, with the real Author of 
them, for that he would claim no Me- 
rit in it at alL — I do firmly believe he 
did fo.

his love for Arms ! A brother Corporal 
(whbfe Name was Double Dapper, and 
who more dearfy lov'd the Beaich of an 
Ale-houfe Door, than being UJher to 
young Recruits) very willingly refign'd 
his Poft to Bates. Bates (who Jcnew 
human Nature too well not to know 
that fome Rewards flidtdd be mix'd 
with Inftru&idn ) fent a Man for a Yard 
Or two of Pig-tail, from his own private 
Purfe, and distributed to his Scholars, 
according to their Merits ; <c fo would 
* I do as I would be done by, fays 
<* Bates ; " Ae Whiter immediately 
went round that his Name was Tates (21 
fmall Miftake) and made a Corporal 
from his Merits ; Bates heard this, and 
'twas what he preferred to Money, Ban- 
quets, or even Ladies ; thus Bates paft 
his Time when detach'd from Duty or 
Study \ fo that ev'ry body prefent gave 
it round, that he ought to be made a 
Serjeant, and that lie would when the 

**knew 
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* * knew it, who loves a Soldier, and 
would always prefer them of himfelf it 
he was not ***, but no matter ; to rife 
by Merit was all Bates $ Scheme $ and 
when Strangers concurred that he de- 
ferred a Halbert, he then thought 'twas "" 
fair to accept it \ not before!

States heard, fince, die Gentleman 
took it amifs, and thought it a Reflexion 
on his Want of Eminence in the Pro- 
feffion. — But Sates begs that Gentle- 
man to recoiled, that tho' Nature has 
been fbmewhat unkindly tardy in ac- 
«complifhing him for that ProfefSon # 
yet his Benevolence, Learning, and Hu- 
manity, are fuch, as to counter-balance 
all theatrical Imperfections. He has 
wrote a Tragedy or two, and you may 
guefs Jhim ftill eafiei^ when I tell you, 
the Managers of Drury Lane have not 
fuch a Friend in their Troqp. Bates 
when he was on any Guard, inftead of 
fitting at an Ale-houfe, was perpe- 
tually examining the out-pofted Centi- 
nels; and always, as he faid, for that 
Day, at leaft, thinking himfelf in an 
EnerflyH Country, ** What, is your 
It *' Duty 
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" Duty over when the Guard is reliev^ 
" ed ? fays he. No, no ; there's Bu— 
" finefs enough : Let the Men know 
c< what their private, as well as public, 
<c Duty is : That there are many latent 
" Enemies among us, and that a Sol- 
" dier -can't he tpo vigilant ; improve 
<c in your Exercife ; and, if your Head 
" is capable, learn a little Gunnery. 
" There will be, I hear, Artillery to

" his Turn to feme it? Come to my
